REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

As a supplemental response to the Office Action mailed April 26, 2002, Applicants have 
submitted proposed corrections to the drawings, which Applicants believe adequately address the 
objections noted by the Examiner. 

First, the drawings were objected to as failing to comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(p)(5), 
because they do not include certain reference signs mentioned in the description, specifically, 
"upper (SI) and lower (S2) layers." However, Applicants note that "SI" and "S2" are not 
reference numerals for use with the drawings, but are abbreviated conventions to indicate the 
upper spunbond and lower spunbond layers in a "SMS" non-woven substrate structure. 
Accordingly, no such reference numerals are required for notation in drawings. 

The Examiner also objected to the drawings as not including certain reference signs, 
specifically, certain reference signs used in the drawings but not mentioned in the description: 
22, 101, 1833. The proposed corrections address the objection in respect to reference numeral 
"22." However, Applicants submit that reference numerals "101" and "1833" are not used in the
